(TEXT) AS EVERYONE KNOWS, THE AGREEMENT ON ENDING THE 
W4R AND RESTORING PEACE TO VIETNAM WOULD HAVE BEEN SIGNED ON 
31 OCTOBER 1972, AS HAD BEEN AGREED ON. BUT DUE TO THE PACT 
THAT THE U.S. SIDE HAS ADOPTED A DOUBLEDEALING ATTITUDE AND 
SHIGHT BY ALL MEANS TO BRING ABOUT A DELAY, THIS AGREEMENT HAS NOT 
\ET BEEN SIGNED. 


EARLY LAST NOVEMBER, THE U.S. SIDE AGAIN PROPOSED A PRIVATE 
MEETING , AND THE TWO SIDES HELD NEGOTIATIONS FROM 90 NOVEMBER 
TO 3 DECEMBER 1972. AT THIS PRIVATE MEETING, THE U.S. SIDE 
DEMANDED THE MODIFICATION OF MANY ARTICLES RELATED TO THE 
PRINCIPLES AND N4T?TRE OF THE AGREED -ON ACCORD. THE DRV SIDE 

FIRMLY MAINTAINED THE PRINCIPLES WHICH WERE AGREED ON BY BOTH 
SIDES. 


AS OF 13 DECEMBER 1972, ONLY A FEW PROBLEMS REMAINED. 

BOTH SIDES AGREED TO RETURN AND REPORT THIS TO THEIR GOVERNMENTS 
AND TO CONTINUE TO MAINTAIN LIAISON THROUGH MESSAGES. AT 
THE SAME TIME, BOTH SIDES ALSO AGREED TO LET THEIR SPECIALISTS 
BEGIN TO NEGOTIATE ON (7SPECIAL SUBJECTS). THE U.S. SIDE ALSO 
PROPOSED THAT NEITHER SIDE UNILATERALLY MAKE UPBLIC THE SUBSTANCE 0* 
THE PRIVATE MEETINGS. BUT THE U.S. SIDE ITSELF DID NOT ACT 
IN CONFORMITY WITH THIS. ON 16 DECEMBER 1972, THE U.S. SIDE 
BILATERALLY PUBLICIZED THE CONTENTS OF THE PRIVATE MEETINGS. 


, LATER, ON 18 DECEMBER 1972, THE AMERICANS TOOK AN EXTREMELY 
9TRI0US WAR ESCALATION STEP AGAINST THE DRV IN BOMBING AND 
DESTRUCTIVELY ATTACKING "ANY DENSELY POPULATED AREAS IN THE HANOI

THE NEW U.S. WAR ESCALATION STEP HAS SUSTAINED HEAVY SET8ACXS. 
US. BOMBS AND SHELLS HAVE BEEN UNABLE TO SUBDUE THE VIETNAMRSK 
FEOPLE • THE U.S. SIDE HAS NOW BEEN COMPELLED TO STOP THE BOMBING 
AND MINING THE NORTH VIETNAM FROM THE 20TH PARALLEL NORTHWARD 
AND TO REDUCE THE BOMBARDMENT FROM THE 20 PARALLEL SOUTHWARD, 

AS IT PLEDGED PREVIOUSLY, AND TO RETURN TO THE SITUATION

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ON 3 JANUARY COMRADE LS DUC THO, SPECIAL ADVISER AT THE 
F\RIS CONFERENCE, LEFT HANOI FOR PARIS, WHERE HE AND MINISTER 
XtfAN THIJY WILL ATTEND THIS PRIVATE MEETING. SEEING COMRADE LE 
DJC THO OFF AT THE AIRPORT WERE COMRADE NGUYEN DIJY TRINH, 

VICE PREMIER AND FOREIGN MINISTER, AND MANY OTHER HIGH-RANVING 
CADRES. 

SPECIAL ADVISER LE DUC THO * S TRIP TO PARIS VIVIDLY REFLECTS 
THE UNCHANGED, SERIOUS ATTITUDE DISPLAYED BY THE DRV GOVERNMENT 
IN THE NEGOTIATIONS Al M EO AT PEACEFULLY SOLVING THE VIETNAM 
FROBLEM . HOWEVER, WHETHER OR NOT THE NEGOTIATIONS WILL 
ACHIEVE RESULTS AND WHETHER PEACE MAY 8E RESTORED SOON IN VIETNAM, 
OR WHETHER THE WAR WILL DRAG ON DEPENDS TOTALLY ON THE U.S. SIDE. 

THE VIETNAMESE PEOPLE AND PEACE- AND JUST ICE -LOVING PEOPLE 
IN THE WORLD, INCLUDING THE AMERICAN PEOPLE, RESOLUTELY DEMAND 
THAT THE U.S. GOVERNMENT ADOPT A REALLY SERIOUS ATTITUDE 
AND SIGN THE AGREEMENT IT AGREED ON WITH THE DRV SIDE ON 
OCTOBER, SO THAT THE WAR MAY BE ENDED AND PEACE BE RESTORED IN 
VIETNAM AT AN EARLY DATE, AS EXPECTED BY EVERYONE.
